To :  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  district  for  1972. 

The  health  of  the  district  remained  satisfactory  during  the  year. 
The  number  of  infant  diseases  notified  was  244,  compared  with  18 
last  year.  This  increase  is  entirely  due  to  the  229  cases  of  measles  which 
were  notified,  and  which  is  similar  to  the  number  in  1970.  It  is  usual  to 
find  a  high  incidence  of  this  disease  in  alternate  years,  but  it  was  hoped 
that  the  recent  use  of  a  vaccine  against  measles  would  reduce  the 
incidence  permanently.  It  is  evidently  not  the  case,  and  I  can  only 
assume  that  the  number  of  children  being  immunised  against  measles 
is  not  yet  at  a  sufficiently  high  level  to  prevent  outbreaks  of  the  illness 
occurring.  It  is  highly  desirable  that  the  campaign  to  ensure  that  all 
babies  are  immunised  against  measles,  as  well  as  the  other  infectious 
diseases,  is  continued. 

The  birth  rate  was  14-7  per  1000  population,  compared  with 
16-3  in  1971.  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  14  remained  stable,  and  is 
slightly  below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which  was  17.  There 
were  in  fact  only  5  such  deaths  in  Litherland,  and  of  these,  3  were  prob¬ 
ably  unavoidable. 

The  general  death  rate  was  10T  per  1000  population,  which  was 
comparable  with  the  1971  rate  of  10-0  There  were  239  deaths,  the  mam 
cause  being  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  126,  cancer  48  and 
chest  diseases  33. 

The  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  maintained  their  high 
standard  of  work  during  the  year,  although  the  pressure  on  their  ser¬ 
vices  is  constantly  increasing.  1865  houses  were  inspected  for  defects, 
and  as  a  result  of  these  visits,  283  notices  were  issued  requiring  defects 
to  be  remedied,  and  256  were  rendered  fit  as  a  result  by  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Finally  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Committee  for  their  support  and  interest  during  the  year,  and  members 
of  the  staff  for  their  ready  co-operation  at  all  times.

Live  Births 

There  were  349  births  during  the  year,  183  males  and  166  females, 
giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  15-6  per  1,000  population  compared 
with  a  rate  of  15-8  in  1971.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  14-8. 

Stillbirths 

Stillbirths  totalled  9,  or  at  a  rate  of  25  per  thousand  live  and  still 
births,  as  against  9  stillbirths  or  at  a  rate  of  18  during  the  previous 
year.

SECTION  2 

General  provision  of  Health  Services  in  Area 

Hospitals 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  district.  Infectious  diseases  arc  admitted 
to  Hospitals  in  Liverpool.  General  Medical  and  General  Surgical  cases 
are  removed  to  the  General  Hospitals  in  Liverpool,  Bootle  and  Waterloo. 
Children  are  admitted  to  the  Liverpool  Children’s  Hospital  or  Alder 
Hey  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  all  Ambulance 
facilities  in  the  Urban  District.  Modern,  elaborately  equipped  vehicles 
are  in  use  and  a  satisfactory  service  has  been  given.

SECTION  5 


Infectious  Diseases 

During  the  year  1972,  247  cases  of  infectious  disease  7  were  notified. 
The  corrected  total  of  confirmed  cases  amounted  to  247  as  against 
18  in  the  previous  year.  The  subsequent  tables  give  details  of  age 
groups,  deaths  etc., 

30  visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  the  purposes 
of  investigating  certain  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  1  confirmed  cases  of  scarlet  fever  compared  with  2 
the  previous  year;  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease,  which 
continues  to  be  a  mild  disease. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  no  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  during  the  year 
as  against  6  cases  last  year.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  whooping 
cough.

SHOPS  ACT,  1950  ETC. 

The  Act  came  into  operation  on  1st  October  ,1950,  but  as  a  consolid¬ 
ating  measure  only,  making  no  change  in  the  existing  legislation.

Various  insecticides  are  used  according  to  the 
insect  concerned  and  the  degree  of  infestation.
